O’H ara represented the plaintiff. 
He 
wants the bondsmen to pay the $250 
judgm ent.

sented the Ixjndismen and he asked th at 
they be released as they had agreed to 
deliver Henderson, whicli they did. 
Prosecutor V’^alentitje, who pro&ecuted 
the case, was present to see th a t jus­ 
tice was done.

thracite at Comparitively Small 


Expense. 


C harles W . Smith, the Moline, 
Illi­ 
nois man, who has made 
startling 
discovery for converting soft coal into 
anthracite, e.Kplains his process as fol­ 
lows: 


T h e apparatus consists of a furnace, 
sixteen feet in-diam eter. 
T h e soft coal 
gar 'age. or o th er wa-te m a tte r is fed 
into a hopper at the top 
T h e furnace 
is round, with a corrugated sloping 
h earth , in th e center of which is a re ­ 
volving shaft with arm s having iron 
brushes. 
T h e 
coal 
falls 
upon 
tho 
h earth , striking a tem perature of 70 
degrees 
F ah ren h eit. 
I t 
is moved 
around the hearth and then is grad u ­ 
ally forced downward, undergoing var­ 
ious degrees of heat, but not suHicient 
to cause decomposition.

ing to the condition of the coal to pass 
from

H'rom the cooling bin it passes to a

ID EA OF MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP 
IN MICHIGAN. 


Xiabor Commissioner Cox Makes Public 


Some Interesting Figures in Re­ 
gard to Lighting. 


Lansing, Dec. 14—The Michigan la­ 
bor bureau has just completed an im- 
j)orlani investigation of electric light­ 
ing, gas and water plants. Deouty 
Commissioner Holbrook says consider­ 
a b le difficulty was experienced in get­ 
ting replies, many companies believing 
the inquiry was made in the interest of 
municipal ownership, 
while 
other.*« 
thought that it was for the purposes of 
taxation. 


W here there has been good manage­ 
ment municipal ownership has proved 
entirely successful. 
It frequently hap­ 
pens, however, thai politicians rather 
than electricians are given charge of 
these costly plants. The sentiment in 
favor of muuici]»al ownership seems to 
be gaining ground in Michigan. 


The canvassers visited (19 electric 
lighting plants in cities, 49 being owned 
by corporations and 20 by municipali­ 
ties, representing an investment of $5.- 
423,4r)(». They were assessed at $1,071,- 
800 and paid $224,588 in wages annually. 
The average cost per month for arc 
lights is $0, and for incandescent (î4 
cents. The lowest charge per month 
for arc lights i^ $3 and for incandes­ 
cents lU cents * 


Seventy-two plants in villages were 
visited, 51 being private and 21 munici­ 
pal. They re])resent an investment of 
$'^112,<»25 and pay in wajies $74.800 per 
year. The average cost per arc light 
Is $r».55 per month.and for incandescent 
<il 5-Kl cent'!. 
TJie lowest price for ar«; 
lights is $.î and the hi^j^hest 
for 


incandescents .‘iO cents and $1. 


Statistics were secured from 25 gue 
phints, but one of which \va» owned by 
ifu' municipality. 
The total amount 
nv. sted is $7,5U4,H4(), and the plants 
a*c assessed at $1,813.lot). They give 
empluyment to 373 men at an average 
salary of $<>29 per year. 
The average 
clmr;.c |H‘r 1,000 feet, no allowance be­ 
ing niaiic for discounts, is $1.44 “for il- 
luroinatiij^ and $1.15 for fuel. The 
average cost of production, including 
intereston the investments, taxes and 


depreciation of plant, is 78 cents per 
1,0(K) feet. 


Deputy Holbrook remarks that the 
owners and managers of gas plants 
have very defective memories. One 
manager gave the canyassar to under­ 
stand that he could produce gas for 50 
cents per 1,000 and subsequently told a 
friend that it could be done for half 
that price. 
For this reason, the aver­ 
age cost of productions. 78 cents, may 
be a little to high.

Congressman Samuel W. Smith in­ 
troduced a oig batch of bills the lead­ 
ing one of which is a bill to prevent 
women who marry pensioners to obtain 
either a pension for themselves or their 
children. 
Smith says th at this will 
save the country between $<i,000,000 and 
$7,000,000. The bill met the favor of 
the committee on rules, 
but it was 
thought best to have it reported to the 
house by the committee on pensions and 
the bill was sent there.
